With the recognized ruler In 


Bight, no one seems to know who, if any- 
tody, is directing its affairs. 
As China 


m an absolute monarchy, without any 
legislative branch, the Emperor and em- 
press dowager are ail powerful and prac- 
tically they are the empire of China. 
Cinder tbe present remarkable condi- 
tions, the United States will act with 
sstreme caution in whatever steps it may 
take toward a solution of the pending 


'problems. 


I In the meantime there la re8*o« to be- 
lieve that the United States and all the 
^ther powers interested 'will keep their 
^rmed forces on the ground, so that or- 
Wer may be maintained, and at least a 
Semblance of stable government brought 
fcui of the existing chaos. 


The reply of this government to the 


Appeal of the viceroys of Nanking*and 
'filunan that no indignities be offered the 
temperor and empress dowager is a f or- 
pial acknowledgment of the receipt tot 
'th« communication with a satisfactory 
usswanoe that no indignities would be 
offered the persons of their majesties.

there. The Americans and British met 
with but little resistance until they en- 
tered the city, where there was street 
fighting. Reilly's battery attempted to 
breach the inner wall. The troops 
finally entered the foreign settlement 
through the canal.

the Republicans of New Jersey was 
opon-ed by Senator Hanna at Asbury 
Park, N. J., last ni«ht An immense 
crowd gathered in and about the audi- 
torium by the seashore.

"A note at warning has coine from the 


national headquarters. I am respon- 
sible for that.

GENERAL .CORDON'S 
INBEPENB- 


ENCK. 


General John B. Gordon of G-eorprla, 


is a. great and noble man, as those who 
heard him speak In this city a. few 
years ago knew full well. He gave 
proof of this as a soldier in the ser- 
vice of the confederacy during- th« 
civil war, and has given proof of it 
"every day from the close of the war 
to the present. 
But in no way has 


he given stronger prctof than In his 
attitude toward the reunions of those 
who during those four years of terrible 
conflict ivore the blue and the jjray, 
and toward those who have criticised 
-him for attending these reunions. Gen- 
feral Gordon is commander-in-chlef of 
•the United Confederate veterans, some 
of whom feel that he has become too 
liberal in his views to comport with 
•the dignity of those who fought for 
four years to destroy 
the national 


government. 


Some time ago a reunion was held 


at Atlanta, in which veterans of the 
Union and confederate armies mlnsrled 
•with the best of good feeling. But a 
camp of confederate veterans at New 
Orleans did not like it, and proceeded 
to pass a resolution condemning it and 
srecOTnmendfng that r.o more of the 
kind be held. The resolution also pro- 
tested agulnst General Gordon, accept- 
ing an Invitation to attend the coming 
Grand Army encampment at Chicago. 


This action of the New Orleans camp 


•scaped General Gordon's notice until 
A day or two ago, but when he learn- 
•0 of It he promptly took occasion to 
make hla position clear to such as had 
interested themselves in the matter. 
This he did In aletter to the confederate 
association of the army of the Ten- 
nessee, in which he stated that his own 
conception of duty must, in1 these mat- 
ters, be his guide in the future, as they 
have been in the past. The letter, 
which is strictly courteous, but. firm 
and to the point, closes with these 
words: 


"In conclusion let it be definitely un- 


derstood that so long as Providence 
permits me to speak or labor I shall 
continue the effort* which I have made 
for 30 years in the interest of sectional 
harmony and unity. Whatever I can 
do will assuredly be done for the truth 
.of history, for Justice to the south and 
.to all sections, for fostering our cher- 
ished memoriae, for the obliteration of 
all sectional bitterness and for the 
settlement of all sectional controver- 
sies on a basin consistent with the 
.honor and the manhood and the eelf- 
respect of all. 


• This attitude and this language show 
General Gordon to be incapable of the 
"narrow mindedness that characterizes 
hl» oriUcs, and will, if such a thing- be 
possible, elevate him In the esteem 
pf ta* people ol this country, who bay* 


long recognized him as one of the pur- 
est, ablest and most eminent citizens 


Wf the- United States. While it is to be 
regretted that there are any who will 
take the position of those wfio are 
protecting against General Gordon's 
course, it is cause for rejoicing that 
the spirit thus 
manifested, has so 


largely passed away, even in the south, 
whence comes so eloquent a preacher 
of the gospel of freedom, loyalty and 
unity.

day from May 30 to the last Sunday 
in May, which was discussed some 
days &£3 in this columi^ has brought 
forward prominently the question as to 
what disposition would be made of the 
pres-ent holiday, which is established 
by law in many states.

its history which could be mado the 
subject of a holiday, antt the people 
would demand th-at some- Ja> be sub- 
stituted for Memorial day as a legal 
holiday. 


Very welL But do we need to name 


the new holiday after some one par- 
ticular event in our history and BO in 
a manner specify the form 'of celebra- 
tion which shall mark it? Why not a 
holiday as a holiday, nothing more? 


As the matter stands at present, 


every legal holiday has assigned to it 
some particular form of observance, 
and the man who does not abide by 
this custom, even though it put him to 
more personal effort thanl a dozen days 
of regular work, is regurded with deep 
suspicion by his neighbors. 


On New Tear's day, which in m^t 


states but this is a legal holiday, we 
are supposed to round up the festivities 
of Christmas, make gifts to those who 
remembered us and whom we forgot 
at Christmas time, wish everybody a 
"Happy New Tear," and make a few 
friendly calle. 


On Washington's birthday we are 


supposed to tell our soris about the art 
of sinning without being punished there 
for by telling the vitrified truth, and in 
thia oommuiity at least to go about our 
business as usual. 


On Memorial day, as it now is, we are 


supposed to devote our attarition to a 
brass baud, a. paj-ade, a prayer an ad- 
dress and the first baseball yame of 
the season. 


On Independence day wo are sup- 


posed to suffer "in silence," from the 
overproduction 'of noise an!d wisdi that 
all .the small boys were dead, or else 
that we were. 


On Labor day we are supposed to 


unlimber t>ur legs and march many 
miles and then watch the balloon, as- 
cension. 


On Thariksgiving day we are sup- 


posed to starve ourselves till 3 p. m. 
for the privilege of 'overeating- till 5, 
and calling1 for the doctor at 6. 


On Christmas day we are supposed 


to regard the neighborhood with love; 
to spend money that we want for gifts 
that the other people don"t want. 


Arid so forth. 
Now these, in their ways, are all good 


and noble purposes for which, to ob- 
servee holidays. But there has come to 
be a formalism about them that seems 
likely in time to rob the American peo- 
ple of the true spirit of freedom in 
recreation. Therefore the time has 
come, if a new holiday is to be fstao- 


i adopt a holiday as a holiday 


pure and simple, a day of real recre- 
ation and freedom from any set pro- 
gram. 


The great complainit against the peo- 


ple of this country is that they are 
too busy to enjoy themselves properly, 
and that when they get a brief chance 
to enjoy themselves, they promptly 
turn their enjoyment into a business. 
It is just this specifying of the methods 
by which We must entioy our holidays 
that we are fixing on us this reputa- 
tion. 


What we need is a holiday in which 


to do absolutely nothing, -and to do it 
in our own ways. A holiday for which 
there shall be no possibility i f an ap- 
propriate program of everjits. A day 
when we shall be actually forced to do 
as we please. This is the form of holi- 
day which should take the place of 
Memorial day if the latter is removed. 
A holiday without a name, without a 
purpose and without a program.

MASON AND DIXON'S LINE. 


M Will Be ne.urvcyod tor M»rylw»d 


mad tbe Laudmarka Koatcrcd. 


The legislature ot Maryland has ap- 


propriated a sum of money for the re- 
purvey of Mason and Dixon's line and 
the restoration of tbe landmarks, many 
of which bave been removed contrary 
to Scripture, says the Baltimore Sun. 
This work will be done by the state 
geological commission In connection 
with a commission appointed and paid 
by the state government of Pennsylva- 
nia and by the United States geological 
survey. 


Tbe original running of Mason and 


Dlxon's line was done according to the 
terms of the final agreement between 
the Calverts and Penns, concluded in 
1760 after 
protracted 
negotiations. 


There was a conflict In tbe grants of 
Maryland 
and Pennsylvania. 
The 


Penns had friends at court, and Cal- 
vert was finally coerced into conceding 
everything Penn demanded, and this 
concession cost him the richest portion 
of his-domain. The line between Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania was -begun In 
1760 
by a commission appointed for 


that purpose. The proprietors of the 
two colonies became impatient at their 
slow progress and agreed to engage 
Charles Mason and James Dixon to 
complete the work. Both Penn and Cal- 
vert were fn London at the time, and 
they there engaged these two men, 
whose names have become so famous 
In connection with this historic line, 
for so many years the dividing line be- 
tween the free states and the slave 
states of the Union. 


The two surveyors arrived in Phila- 


delphia Nov. 15, 1764, and began their 
survey early the following spring. 
Through the forests they cut a "vista" 
eight feet wide and set up a stone at 
the end of each mlfe. Every fifth stone 
was larger than the others and had on 
the north side the arms of Thomas and 
Richard Penn and on tbe south face 
the arms of Frederick Lord Baltimore. 
One of these Is preserved in Baltimore 
by the Maryland Historical society, 
and some yet stand to their original 
places and are cared for by the authori- 
ties. 
The intermediate stones are 


smaller and have the letter "P" on the 
north and "M" on the south face. 


Tbe removal of many of the historic 


landmarks has left tbe boundary line 
between Maryland and Pennsylvania 
In doubt In places, and it Is to remedy 
this as well as to perpetuate the his- 
toric line that the legislature has pro- 
vided for this resrarvey.

Where Fishermen Take Dinner 


The current number of the "New 


England Homestead" has an inteijpst- 
ing article on the farm of A. A. Shia- 
pee of Rowe, illustrated with a picture 
of the familiar farmhouse, Mr. Shii>- 
pee is well known to many local men, 
eapeciaaiy to those interested in flshins 
and hunting1. A part of the descrip- 
tion of his success follows: 


"About 30 years ago A. A, Shippee 


settled in a farming tavm In Franklin 
counity, Mass., on a small place costing 
$850, and having o?ily ?i50 to pay for 
it and stock it. The first payment 
was $EO, and the $100 was divided for 
etock, farming 
tools and 
furniture. 


After five years Mrs. Shlppee died, and 
the household manas«m,ent has since 
devolved upon his mxtCher, now 98 
years old, but still quite active and 
vigorous. In 1891 the house and all the 
furniture was destroyed, by fire, and 
the Deacon Bullard plants was bought, 
badly run down, keeping otily five to 
eight head of cattle. In the winter of 
1899-1900, 75 head of c«dtle were win- 
tered, besides seven horses. Over 100 
pounds of cream are produced per dav 
and sold to the Charlemont creamery, 
the manager of which saya he has 
drawn the largest check for Mr. Ship- 
pee that he has ever drawn for any 
one dairy since he has been in the busi- 
ness. This stock is all kept on the 
farm, and fed frotmi its produce.'1 


NOW IT'S OCHRE MINING 


New Discovery of Valuable Deposits by 


Local Men 


The Greyloek Prospecting company, 


to which Charles Jones, 
George N. 


Hlch anid others are interested, and 
which has a sulphur mine with gold 
prospects at the base of Greyloek 
mloiuntain, in Adams, has discovered 
an ochre mine in Wllliamstown, of 
which good things are expected. It 
la located on the James Blake farm on 
the Cold Spring road, and. the land has 
been leased by the company for 99 
years. The mine yields ochre of sev- 
eral different colors. A few sacks of 
orange and! slate colon**! ochr* were 
taken out and sent to a paint factory 
at Johnsomivllle, N. T., for examina- 
tion, and. Mr. Jones states that the 
quality waa so satisfactory that the 
firm at omfce ordered 16 tons, eight of 
each color. 


Ochre is used in the manufacture of 


oalsamlne and certain kinds of paint, 
and Mr. Jones's opinion Is that it 13 
worth about five cents per rwund by 
the wholesale. He believes there is a 
very largie deposit in the WlUHamstown 
mine, and If this proves t0 be true, 
and the quaJity holds as good as that 
found Eft the start, the property must 
be one of much valuft.

Those who pass 


them merely become eligible for possible 
requisition in case of a vacancy. When 
a candidate is called to fill a vacancy, he 
must first serve a probationary period of 
one month, during which he is assigned 
to a company for work. In addition to 
that he must attend daily at the Fire- 
men's School of Instruction, where can- 
didates are put through a course of spe- 
cial athletics, such as climbing ladders, 
handling scaling hooks, sliding down hose 
pipes, jumping into life nets and the like. 
If by the end of the month the chief in- 
structor and the foreman of their com- 
pany report the candidates fit for fire 
duty, they are appointed as privates, or 
firemen of the fourth grade, with a sal- 
ary of $800. In the third grade the sal- ' 
ary is $1,000, in the ne^t $1,200 and in 
the first $1,400. 


One year at least must be spent in each 


grade. Removal can only be for cause, 
subject to review by the courts. 
All 


members of the New York fire depart- 
ment are bcneficiaigjps of a relief fund, 
which now amounts to nearly $1,500,000. 
In case of disability a fireman receives 
half bis pay. One-half of his yearly pay 
likewise goes as a pension to his wife or 
children in case of death. In addition to 
this there ia a life insurance fund yielding 
en immediate amount of $1,000 to the 
widow or children of any deceased fire- 
man. 


In spite of the uncommon risks run by 


all firemen, the mortality among them is 
exceedingly low. The dangers of their 
calling seem to be more than compensat- 
ed by their rugged health and hardihood. 
As a rule, they are able to endure with- 
out serious consequences pain and expo- 
sure that would kill an ordinary business 
man or at least ruin his health for life.— 
Collier's Weekly.

Tbe Blue Flag: of Ireland.

Fault* In It* Conntrnction—Can Car- 


ry Onlr 2,000 TroopH a. Day. 


It Is said that great delay has taken 


place in the conveying of ammunition 
and guns to the Russian troops in the 
far east owing to the faulty construc- 
tion of the Transsiberian railway.

STUDIED IN PARIS. 


There are several places in Paris 


which advertise that the persons who 
go there will be surrounded with all the 
salutary restraints and influences of 
home life and that there will be whole- 
some discipline to safeguard the young 
women from all the allurements and 
entanglements of the French capital. 
One of these homes was selected by 
Mrs. Jones for her daughter, partly be- 
causa of the prospectus and partly be- 
cause Mrs. Jones' friend, Mrs. Smith, 
had sent her daughter to the home and 
was loud in her praises of the advan- 
tages Miss Smith had derived. 


So Miss Jones went to this home on

Ev- 
ery singing master givls his musicales, 
every master of drawing, painting and 
sculpture gives his" little receptions. 
The pupils meet, and it is impossible to 
prevent the young American women 
from meeting and becoming more or 
less well aoqaainted with various young 
and attractive men of artistic tempera- 
ment who are also studying under Paris 
masters. That thing happened very 
quickly in the case of Miss Jones. She 
found that her friend, Miss Smith, had 
already formed .some pleasing acquaint- 
ances, and, as Miss Smith's intimate 
chum, she almost immediately met the 
young man whose acquaintance finally 
gent her back to New York. 


Miss Jones was particularly attract-

Femuylvania Surnames. 


The United States offers peculiar in- 


terest in this field, owing to 
7the 


changes undergone by foreign names in 
their new environment. Of coarse New 
England names, being merely the trans- 
planting of English originals, offer on- 
ly the interest of ordinary orthograph- 
ical and orthoepioal variations, hn* 
even here there are many phenomena 
which woold well repay investigation. 
The richest field, however, of this sort 
is offered by Batch and German sur- 
names, the former being found mainly 
in New York and the latter in Penn- 
sylvania. It is with the latter that this 
paper has to da 


During the eighteenth century be- 


tween 50,000 and 100,000 Germans and 
Swiss settled in the southern counties 
of Pennsylvania. Their descendants to- 
day number hundreds of thousands. 
What has been the fate of their names? 
We may assume, on a priori grounds, 
that scarcely 1 in 100'has remained un- 
changed. When, how, on what princi- 
ple, were these changes made? These 
questions suggest exceedingly interest- 
ing problems to the investigator. 


At the beginning of the last century 


the law itself of Pennsylvania inter- 
fered, and all Germans who received a 
grant of public lands were required to 
anglicize their names. But of course 
the most potent influence at work was 
the natural objection to the inconven- 
ience arising from having names which 
others could with difficulty spell or pro- 
nounce.—Lippincott's Magazine. 


Professor Drummond's "Last Days.

I ought to have 
accepted their offers, and then my name 
would not have been held in such odium 
In England ai it was. This they said 
themselves to me. For in the end these 
newspapers formed the public opinion 
end always will do.

HOPE IS FAINTER 


MEN NOT CAUGHT 


Pittsfield Murderers Now 


Believed By Many to 


Have Made Escape 


FATHER OF MURDERED 6IRL 


WILL DOUBLE THE REWARD 


Today's Developments Show That All 


Three 
Burglars 
Were Armed, 


Possible Description of Men Se- 
cnred. Many Clues Run Down 


Pittsfioid is still at sea in regard to 


the murderers of Miss May Fosburg. 
The men have not been captured at 2 
•o'clock this afternoon, and each hour 
lessens the prospect that they will b". 
Dozens of reported clues have been ri'rt 
down and many men have been, held 
on suspicion in various places, but none 
of these have resulted! in anyithins 
definite to throw light on the disap- 
pearance of the three burglars who at- 
tacked the Fosburg family and mur- 
dered the daughter. 


In Pittsfield, as well as in this city 


and throughout the county the impres- 
sion is growing that the men have 
made their escape, and will no^ be 
caught, unless it is in some distant 
place to which they have fled. In spite 
of this, however, the Pittsfield officers 
retain their hope that the men have 
not yet got far away, and that thev 
will be captured when they are driven 
from their hiding plac* into the opfn. 


Chief Nicholson, who is condjUctinjf 


the search, had little to say on the case 
this afternacwi,, although he remains 
hopeful of catching1 the men. It is 
rumored this afternoon that four Pin- 
kertott detectives have been brought 
to Pittsfield to work on the case in- 
dependently of the police awd state of- 
ficers.. 


The morning papers Stated that Mr. 


Fosburg had doubled the reward of- 
fered by tSe city, and that an^the" n 1 •, 
ative -would add a like amount. This 
is not verified, however. Mr. Fosburs 
had a long Interview "With the polices 
this morning1, and it 19 believed to be 
probable that he will double the re- 
ward offered by the city, making it 
$1000 for 6ach man and. $8000 for the 
three. No mare than ibis will be of- 
fered. however. 


murderers Went Bontli 


While the entire city is still sur- 


rounded by night, and activity is no- 
ticeable in every direction, still the 
officers are convinced that the party of 
burglars went south after

No mystery Except Identity 


There is now no mystery about the 


crime but the identity of the guilty 
men, 
for the 
eye-witnesses to the 


tragedy teil the story. As far as can 
be learned, this is the only burglary 
of many committed in Berkshire wh?re 
murder has followed. The Impression 
prevails nbw that 
the phot 
aimed 


at the girl was really Intended for the 
son, who was grappling with one of 
the men, or else, finding capture of at 
least one of their number imminent, 
and not knowing what assistance she 
was likely to give her brother, near 
whom she \ as. the fellow killed her so 
as to x>revpr>.t further assistance to the 
family. So far as can be learned the 
•whole affair in the house, from the 
time the trouble began- between the 
elder Fosburg and the first burglar 
till the escape, did1 nu>e occupy more 
than five minutes. 


Possible Description or Bleu 


Last evening the police received what 


may prove to be a description of the 
three men wanted. It appears that 
Sunday a resident of Pittsfleld sta,ite<3 
off for a day in the woods and took a 
Daltorf car for the outskirts of the city, 
On the car he sat beside a young man 
who, when the car was passing the 
Fosburg home, at Tyler street and Dal- 
ton avenue turned to two other men on 
the seat behind him anld said, "That's 
the house," indicating the Foeburg res- 
idence with his hand. One of the men 
addressed told the speaker with an 
oath to "shut up." The- man moved to 
the seat where the other two wree. All 
three then hold an earnest conlversa- 
tion in a low tone. 


The Pittsfield citizen noticed them 


closely and now bellevea they are the 
three men who enUved the Foeburg 
house that rfght, and that they wore 


then riding by for the purpose of "siz- 
ing it up." Tills morning thisi citizen 
g^-ve a description of these men* to the 
police and was told to say nothing fur- 
ther about the matter, an Influnction 
he is trying to obey. 


All Three Were Armed 


Another discovery has been made that 
adds to the knowledge already pos- 
sessed by the police. The bullet that 
killed Miss Fosburg was yesterday re- 
moved from, the back of her shoulder, 
where it had lodged so near the sur- 
face as to be plain to sight and touch. 
The bullet is of thirty-two caliber, 
"long." The hammerless Harrington & 
Richardsori revolver which was stolen 
from the vacant room in the Fosburg 
house, and which was thought to be 
the weapon with which Miss Fosburg 
was killed, was also a thirty-two1 cai- 
iber, but with what are known as 
"short" cartridges. 


The discovery of this difference in 


the cartridges dem'cmstrates conclusive 
ly that the three men were armed be- 
fore they stole Mr. Fosburg"s revolver. 
The bullet which was fired at K. S 
Fosburg by the marl who leaped from 
the veranda roof has lilso been found, 
and is likewise of thirty-two caliber, 
"long." The police have been of the 
opinion that the burglars had no wea- 
pon but the forty-four caliber bulldog 
which the elder Mr. Fosburg struck 
from the hand of the man who at- 
tacked him inl his bedroom, but that 
theory is now effectually disposed of. 


More than that—members of the Fos- 


burg family say that it was not the 
man who shot Miss Fosburg who af ter- 
\^ard grappled with her brother and 
fired at him escaping through the win- 
dow. That being the ease the three are 
evidently all armed. They appear to 
have had a revolver each when* they 
entered the house, and, as they stole 
one and lost one, they must still be 
fully armed. And having two thirty- 
two caliber revolvers of their own, 
originally, they will likely be supplied 
with ammunition which they will be 
able to use in the stolen weap'on. The 
geubral opinion is that they will fight 
if they are surrounded. 


Believes There Were Four Men 


A New York detective who has look- 


ed into) ths'matter say that in all prob- 
ability, from his experience, there were 
four men engaged in the work; that 
always wnere three met), are on a job 
another s statfoned outside to kee» 
watch and 2ive th€ alarm. He thinks 
the man. outside assisted the three 
men into the housfe and then stood 
guard. He says, also, that from the

Monday and) yesterday, some 30 in all, 
have been detained, and will be for a 
few days, as released, theywould more 
than likely be hauled into the clutch- 
es of the police asrain, <«id so they are 
safe and mort at ease in the station 
house than at liberty. Conductors on

Believed to be tlie Same 


The police of Springfield believe that 


the men who robbed the house of Ev- 
erett Allen in Longmeadow, early Sun- 
day morning, murdered Miss Fosburg. 
Mrs. Allen has said that the man who 
held the pistol to her husband's head 
was dark complexl'oned and one of the 
Pittsfield men is described as the same. 


The circumstances of the two cases 


are in many points strangely similar. 
In the Lc-ngmeadow affair the dark 
man did not wear any mask, while the 
setfond man wore a handkerchief over 
hia face. The holder of the revolver was 
the un-masked dark marJ. This man had 
no hesitation in flaunting his weapon. 
The burglars had no dark lantern wun 
them, and they depended upon the 
lights 'of the house. 


Inl the Pittsfield case it was the dark 


man who held the revolver which was 
pointed at Mr. Fosburg. He wore no 
mask, while the others c'overed their 
faces with makeshifts constructed of 
pillows- £ourid In the house. The robbers 
had no lantern, and endeavored to fintd 
lamps or gas jets In the ball, striking 
matches for the purpose. 
The only point of difference in the two 
cases'ls the fact that but two men were 
In the Lonlgwieadow case, while there 
were three in the other. There is no 
reason to believe, however, that there 
was not another man in the Long- 
meadow case, who did not appear in 
the room of Mr. and Mrs. Allen. 


Inspector Boyle of Springfield after 


investigating the caee, has concluded 
that the burglars of the two places are 
identical. Acting upon this supposition 
he endeavored to trace the men, but 
met with little success. There 'are sev- 
eral trains to Pittsfield Sunday morn- 
ing anU-afternoon, by any of which the 
men could have made the journey. The 
Springfield police have sent out to the 
police of all cities and towns in wes>- 
tern Massachusetts and 
Connecticut 


circulars detailing the booty captured 
at Ijon^rnfaclow, and stating tho possi- 
bility that these and the Pittsfleld 
burglars are the same. These civcuku-r 
are signed by Marshal Stebbins 
of 


Springfield and Chief Nicholson of the 
Pittsfield police. 


Hat Fit* a Man 


A barber who saw the hat found at 


the Fosburg house says that the forma 
tion of the hat was strikingly like 
that which would be made by a young 
man in Pittsfleld who had been impli- 
cated in a number of Pittsfield jobs 
and wh'o had served - time for 
one 


"break." He said that the majority of 
.men have heads shaped oblong anU 
that very few have heads shaped al- 
most perfectly round such as was the 
formation 'of the head of the burglar 
who left the hat behind in the Fos- 
burg house. Tho hat shows plainly that 
ii was \\orn by a man who had nearly 
a round head. Th& barber says tha.t he 
has cut the hair of the young crook 
many times arid was always struck by 
the round formation of his* head. 
. The barber says that the 
young 


crook has always dressed well and he 
would be just the kind of a chap to 
wea.r the potent leather shoo which 
was found In the house. The young 
crook referred to lias been away from 
Pittflflcld for some time. He knew the 
location of the Fosburg house well as 
ho was Inl Pittsfleld and In the vicinity 
at the time the house was built. The 
local barber says he is just the kind of 
a crook who would bring a gang from 


.New York to the section to do a few 
joba. 


Shoo dealers all over the country 


have been notified to be Ui the look- 
out for men inquiring for old shoes 
size 8% or for the purchase1 of shoes 
of that size. As far as possible word 
has been sent out to the farmers and 
residents of all country towns inl the 
county to arrest on suspicion any per- 
sona asking for shoes. The sam^ notice 
has been sent to hat dealers and to the 
public genterally all about Pittsfleld. 


Work ot Flmtleld Police 


The Pittsfleld Journal last 
night 


summed up the work 'of the police as 
follows: 


It was twelve 
minutes before 
3 


o'clock MorUay morning when the p'o- 
lice were notified of the tragedy. In 
less than an hour the entire police 
force day and night were at work on 
the case and as more help was needed 
to cut off the escape of the fugitives1, a 
fire alarm was also sMunlded within the 
hour and hundreds of armed men dis- 
patched to prevent any possible es- 
cape. The police were hustled to the 
outskirts 'of the city and thesis* officers 
are of the opnion' that they reached 
the gulf and other sections through 
which an escape might be attempted, 
fully as so'on as could the murderers, 
urJless they were very familiar with 
the ground and kept on the roadways 
rather than took to the woods. That 
was the reason for the belief that they 
were still in the city. 


One familiar with plodding through 


the w'oods at night says it is a most 
difficult feat and that progress must 
needs be very slow. Some think the 
murderers had time to get up Bene- 
dict's road, past Poritoosuc lake to- 
ward Hancock or Williamstown. before 
the police c'ould head them off but that 
depends as to whether or not they 
knew where they were. 


It can hardly be claimed that a man 


with one shoe missing and a man with 
a hat missing, w'ould not attract at- 
tenltion in a big crowd called out by 
a fire alarm.

Charles L. Galpin of Lake avenue, and 
the former, 16 years old, is employed on 
the Tac'onic farm on West street, con- 
ducted by Mystic S. Gardiner. The 
younger boy, Arthur, is 13, and "was at 
the farm to vislo his brother about 6.30 
last evening. The brother was at work 
washing bottles in the creamery, and 
the two talked for a few minutes. , 


A double barreled shotgun stood in 


the corner but knowing it was empty, 
Harry paid no attention to it. The 
younger boy got to- handling different 
things and finally went up stairs to a 
room occupied by Ezra Miller, a hired 
man, 
where seven cartridges, loaded 


with No. 6 shot, laid on a shelf and 
there the lad loaded the gun and re- 
turned to the lower floor, where the 
brother was still working. In some 
manner the gun was discharged, as the 
younger boy stood near the brother, 
and the contents entered the back of 
the older boy. 


The shot entered the back under the 


right shoulder and there are fears that 
the lung has been penetrated.
